3.1(c)(3) Housing Facilities, General... repeated failure to spot-clean daily and sanitize once every two 
weeks. 

3.4(c) Outdoor Housing Facilities... repeated failures to maintain surfaces that come into contact with 
animals impervious to moisture. All surfaces must be maintained on a regular basis. Surfaces of 
outdoor housing facilities that cannot be readily cleaned an sanitized, must be replaced when worn or 
soiled.
